It is not clear 
whether the Kwangsi troops from 
the South are driving northward 
or that Ho Chien, in pursuance of 
orders from Marshal Chiang Kai- 
shek, is endeavouring to drive the 
Kwangsi men from Hunan. 

Anxiety Eased 


Hostilities have ceased at 
Changteh. The city has been oc- 
cupied by Tan Tao-yuan and an- 
xiety regarding foreigners has 
eased considerably. Lu Ti-ping 
has taken over the duties of gar- 
‘risoning Wu-Han, relieving the 
6th division which has proceeded 
to Nanking. All difficulties have 
been settled and the situation fs 
quiet. - 

The Wu-Han rebels have evacu- 
ated Machiasai, 10 li from Shasi, 
last evening. Hu Hsung-tao and 
Tao Chun are still at Shasi and 
jt is. believed they will retreat 
westward,—Reuter.

Baretto, od Tientsin, 
was charged that (1) on February 
10, 1929, at Tientsin he did with 
intent to. defraud obtain from 
Kichiro Matsumo the stim of $80 by 
falsely pretending that a certain 
compradore order which he then 
produced and delivered to the said 
Kiehiro Matsumo as-a. good and 
valid order for the, payment of $50] 
and he also did with intent to de- 


_|fraud obtain from William Laidlaw 
.] the sum of $20 by falsely pretending 


that a certain ‘compradore order 
which he then produced and deliver- 
ed to the aaid William Laidlaw as a 
good and valid order for. the pay- 
ment of $20. 

Accused pleaded not guilty to 
bath charges. 

The following geritlemen formed 
the jury: Messrs, H..F. Baker, 
A. F. Fearon, ©. W. L. Way, N. R. 
Dick, and J. A." Andrews, 

The Acting Crown Advocate (Mr. 
J. G. Priestwood) conducted the 
prosecution and Mr. Orin de Motte 
Walker, - attorney-at- law, defended 
the accused. 

A Large Title 

The facts were shortly that some 
time up to the end of last year 
there was existing a: firm called the 
Asia Trading Company—a Company 
with a very large title which was not 
justified by its prosperity—and this 
Company had _ its office at No. 49 
Taku-road. However, at the begin- 
ning of January, having. got into 
arrears of rent, the Company ceased 
to occupy these premises. Mr. 
Barretto was in some way connected 
with that firm either as the pro- 
prietor or in some other capacity 
and on ‘February 10 he went to the 
store -of a ‘Japanese gentleman 
named Kichiro Matsumo, a dealer in 
silk goods, etc., and purchased from 
him a cigarette case and necktie to 
the value of $11.50 but he did ‘not 
pay for them. What he did was to 
present a compradore order for. $50, 
post-dated February 15, and ask Mr, 
Matsumo whether he would advance 
him $80 in cash on the strength of 
the compradore order. ‘Mr. Matsumo 
agreed to do so and -it was agreed 
that the balance of $8.50 should be 
paid to Mr. Barretto when the 
compradore order had been cashed, 
Ait the same time accused. also gave 
Mr. Kichiro Matsumo.a business 
card. On-this business. card was 
printed Mr. Barretto’a name and the 
name of the Asia Trading. Company 
with its address as 49 Taku-roads|— 
The compradorée order was on. this 
Company.. On February 17, Mr. 
Mastumo. went to the address given 
on the card to collect the compradore 
order but there was no one belong- 
ing to the Company there and he 
eould not eash it. 

In Desperate Straits’ 

The second .charge was very] 
similar, On February. 23. accused 
went to Mr. Laidlaw's ‘shop and ask- 
ed Mr. Laidlaw whether he would 
cash a compradore. order for $20 
which he produced'and which was 
drawn on the Asia Trading -Com- 
pany and signed’ by. Barretto in 
exactly the same form as the first 
one. . Two days later Mr. Laidlaw 
sent his shroff to the address and 
there was no office of the Asia 
Trading Company ‘there. : 

Ernest McVeigh (H.B.M. Con- 
sular Constable) ‘said. when he er- 
rested Barretto on March 16 he said 
he. was in desperate straita when he 
tended the two compradore orders 
and asked witness ‘if he could accom- 
pany him = to settle the ' matter. 
Witness: told him he must go. with 
him to the Consulate. ‘Witness ar- 
rested -him at 81 Shun Sao Li, a 
lane off’ Parkes-road. 

After evidence had been given by 
the. two victims, accused. made a

DOCTORS ON ITS BANEFUL 

; ‘EFFECTS « - 
NEED FOR INVESTIGATION 
Dr. E. Gerald Stanley (Paria) 
writes to the British Medical 
Journal. - Can “C.- -1.” seriously 
doubt but that the moon has a very 
niarked influence, not only on the 
inhabitants of “hot” countries, 
but on those of all others? ‘Of 
course, the moon does not “shine”; 
she reflects.to-us the light of the 
sun and also reflects back to us 
our own light. ~ Recalling ‘the 
colossal upheaval of the “waters of 
the earth whieh we call tides, caus- 
ed by the moon, the effect of which 
is more than double that of the 
sun (7 to 3), imagination suggests 
terrifying possibilities as to her 
influence ‘on human actions. The 
“harmful” action of the. moon, es- 
pecially in perigee, had been sug- 
gested three thousand years before 
Galileo: to the best of my know- 
ledge the only suggestion of the

AFRICAN HARBOURS 


SUCCESSFUL OPERATIONS 
DURING PAST YEAR 


RAILWAYS PROSPEROUS 

In’ general, the operation of: this 
widespread and important system of 
railways during the year ending March 
31, 1928, was satisfactory. The revenuc. 
earned amounted to £25,304,821 ‘and 
the. gross working expenditure tu 
£20,200,008, this being the first year 
during which the revenue had ext eerled 
£25,000,000. The — net ‘surplus. was 
£379,814. The total earnings derived 
from working the ‘harbours - was 
£1,659,406 and the gross -working ex- 
penditure £714,410, the net surplus 
being £424,724. After providing for 
contributions in reduction of interest- 
bearing capital.and to pensions and 


other funds, the combined surplus of} 


the two undertakings was £47,217. In 
view of these financial results, it is not 
surprising that the record train mile- 
age of. 47,589,755 was run, 9 figure no 
less than 2,036,181 train-miles in ex- 
cess of that of 1926-27. Th 
of both passenger and goods traffic 
also increased. The rolling-stock con- 
sisted of 21032 steam locomotives, 3,607 
coaching vehicles, 36,328 goods waggons 
and 95 electric units. The staff num- 
bered $1,708, of whom 51,866 were 
Europeans. The mileage in operation 
| was 18,103 miles. i 

A comparison of the above figures 
with those .of 1909, which was the year 
immediately preceding the’ Union, 
shows that in the intervening period, 
the capital has inmereased by over 81 
per cent. the mileage by the same 
amount, the staff hy 106 per fent., the 
locomotives by 50 per cent:, the coach-

ing stock by 72 per cont, the goods 
stack by 62 per cent, and the train 
mileage by 142 per cent. Passenger 
traffic has develoned by over 189 per 
gent., goods traffic by 209 percent, 
‘and coal traffic by 84 per cent.—a very. 
interesting record of progress, Says 
“Engineering.” 
Vessels and Cargo 


The results of operating the har- : 


bours are equally, satisfactory. During 
the year, 5,560 vessels called at the 
various ports and landed cargo of 
3,314,597 tons, both of which are re- 
cord figures, ‘There was an increase 
of over 600,000 tons in the volume of 
cargo (other than coal) shipped, this 
being largely attributable to the great- 
er production of food-products and 
skins. On . the other hand, the coal 
shipments fell off by 430,101 tons, a re- 
duction which is attributed to increas 
ed competition and the growing num- 
ber of oil-burning vessels. It may also 
help to explain the poor results obtai 
ed with the electrified lines operating 
in the cant area.’ Imports were valued 
at £67,482,751, an increase of £1,883, 
739 over the previous year, and large- 
ly consisted of machinery and motor 
vehicles. 
trade was £94,138,797, an increase. of 
£10,432,805 over 1926. 

The South African ‘railways now 
serve an area of, 795,000 square miles, 
approximately equal to the united 
areas of France, Germany, Switzerland, 
Hungary, Holland, 
Norway and’Sweden. The organisation 
has, therefore, been re-arranged 80 
that there are nine separate systems, 
each of which is under. the control of a 
manager, who is responsible directly Lo. 
the general manager, Each manager 
has a civil’ engineer on his staff, with 
district engineers under him, as, well 


as mechanical, operating and commer- | ¥ 


cial officers, At headquarters:there are 
two assistant general. managers, who 
deal with teehnicgl and commercial 
matters respectively, ‘The cnief civil 
and mechanical engineers are also sta- 
tioned at headquarters. ;

‘Mr. J,.'S. Campbell, chief officer of 
the Burma Oil Company's tanker 
“Aungban,” of Rangoon, has been pre- 


sented ‘by. Lord Provost Sir David] 


Mason, on behalf of the President of 
the United States, with a binocular 
glass for gallant and humane_services 
in rescuing the crew of the U.S. steam- 
ship “Homestead” off the const of 
Madras in July, 1927. - 

In making the ‘presentation, which 
took place in the Libréfy of the City 
Glasgow, the Lord 
Provost explained that the United 
States President had also presented 
Captain Reid, master of the ship, with 
a gold watch and chain for his services 
in connection with the rescue,” 

At the time of the rescue there was 
a very heavy monsoon, and high seas 
wera being experienced. Until the 
“Aungban"” reached’. Bombay — the 
weather was terrific. The . master, 
having = picked: up an ~ 8.0.5, 


from. the “Homestead,” proceed~ 
ed at the utmost speed and 
sighted the disabled vessel two and a 
half ‘hours afterwards, She was in 
a critical position, with bows well sub- 
merged and stern.. high in the air. 
Towing commenced immediately, but 
little progress was .made and it wai 
eventually ‘abaridoned. : 


the “Aungban,” and the “Homestead” 
when last seen was in a sinking con- 
dition. 

After experiencing a rough "two 
days’ passage, the “Aungban"’ reached 
Bombay... On its poop deck the screens, 
stanchion rails, and other. fittings went 
by the board, and one of the boats was 
lifted bodily. and damaged, while the 
binnacle waa smashed. . 

The Lord Provost concluded by .ex- 
pressing hope that long might our 
country have such men as Captain 
Reid and chief, officer Campbell in 
charge of British ships. 

Mr. Campbell said, in reply,. that 
the British crew of. the tanker only 
did what any merchant ship crew 
would do, stand by another ship in 
distress.

RECENT JUDGMENT 


(Mr. Stuart 
which ‘3 marine fi 
liam Dodd claimed 
steamship company 
balance of wages. w!

His Worship said he had given the 
tase as full consideration as he could, 
and he proposed to give & verbal judg- 
ment in place of a written one. The 
claim -was made by William Dodd, 
ho was a fireman on defendants’ ves- 
for the sum. of 10s. which 


due te him in respect of a voyage be- 
tween Liverpool and Pernambuco 
tween August 18 and October 30, 
1928, for serving as a fireman, the 
ship being the property of the de- 
fendants. . The claim was made under 
section 164 of the Merchant: Shipping 
Act of 1894, and it was not admitted 
by. the defendants. 

The facts were thot on August 
17 Dodd,. who was a probationary 
member of the National Union of Sea- 
men, was desirous of signing on the 
vessel- which was then signing on,-in 
Liverpool, a crew for a voyage to 
Brazil and back. The defendant com- 
pany was one which observed the 
rules of the National Maritime Board, 
and under the conditions obtaining on 
August, 17 ,it was necessary that 
a man wishing to be engaged as A 
member of the crew should belong to 
a trade union affiliated to that board. 

The contribution form, it was agreed, 
was taken. by the’ union delegate to 
the master and signed bv him, After 
signing on, Dodd received from the 
union delegate a blue card headed 
“National Maritime Board Employ- 
ment. Form,” and which stated that 
the bearer had undertaken to abide 
by the decisions of the National Mari- 
time Board, and was entitled, if en- 
gaged, to the benefits of such decisions. 
Below was the. statement-“I agree to 
abide by the decision of the National 
Maritime Board,” and below was the 
signature of the seaman. 

‘After signing the contribution form, 
and receiving the blue card, Dodd. then, 
on August 17, signed on on the articles 
of the vessel at 89 10s. per month, had 
an advance of £4 1bs. and made an 
allotment of 90s, a week. “Dodd re- 
ceived from the union a certificate in 
respect of the 10s. contribution, “To 
pay on his behalf 10s. to the union, 
which amount will be credited on -his 
book.”’ This was signed by an official 
of the union. 

The vessel sailed on August 18, and 
the master stated that shortly after 


leaving Liverpogl he made the entry in 
the master’s. bi regayd to Dodd's 
account, No da ended to that 
entry. On Septenidér 18, when the 


vessel was at Pernambuco, Dodd, in 
the presence of the master, signed an 
entry for an advance of cash, and at 
that time there was just above it an 
entry in respect of the 10s. union con- 
trikution, but nothing seemed to have 
by the master to Dodd or by 
Dodd to the master regarding the item. 
At Cabedello 

On October 8 when the vessel was at 
Cabedello a further entry was made 
in the master’s book of 1s, 6d. cash 
advanced to Dodd, and Dodd signed for 
the sum in the master’s presence. 
Two other items, for tobacco and post~ 
age, were signed by Dodd in the pre- 
sence of the chicf steward, these re~ 
presenting small items advanced from 
time to time, and entered in the chief 
steward’s petty cash book for the pur- 
pose of setting up Dodd's account at 
the end of the voyage. 

When ‘the vessel docked at Liver- 
pool Dodd signed for channel money:in 
the master’s book. Then when the crew 
were being paid off Dodd objected to 
the deduction of the 10s. union contri- 
bution and in consequence he was sign- 
ed of on protest form M., which was 
arranged under Section 60 of the Mer- 
chant Shipping Act 1906 to meet such 
@ situation. Thera was some. conflict 
in the evidence as to what protest Dodd 
made during the voyage in respect of 
the 10s. being paid over to the union. 
Dodd himself said that he on several 
oeeasions mentioned it to the, chief 
steward, but never to the master. The 
chief steward said he had no recol- 
lection of Dodd mentioning the matter 
to him, although he might have done 
so, but he did definitely mention it on 
October 27 when he was signing for 
tobacco and postages. = 
easion in reference to the 10s. he said, 
“Tam not going to sign that because I 
am not going to sea any more and-it is 
better in my pocket than in the 
union’s.” 

His worship added that he thought 
the fact was that he made no protest 
about it until October 27 when he made 
it to the chief steward on being asked 
to sign the master’s book. The 10s. 
in dispute was, he thought,_actually 
paid by the defendant company to the 
union. That would in fact be regard-

His worship quoted from a judgment 
of Mr: Justice. Channell in a somewhat 
similar eases and- remarked that it 
seemed to him. thatthe interpretation 
of the section in the light of the obser- 
vations of learned judges,;made it clear 
that Dodd in this case would be at 
lterty to revoke the contribution form, 
or the assignment before it was acted 
upon, that was to say before the pay- 
ment of the money was made under its 
authority. It seemed clear that on 
October27, Dodd made. definite pro- 
test against signing for the 10s., to the 
steward, and on October 30, to the 
master, and he signed the protest form 
M on November 1, and the payment 
of the 10s, to the union was not, in 
fact, made until November 5. There- 
fore he must be taken to ‘have revoked 
the assignment. 

Dealing with the arguments, of Mr. 
White, he said he considered that what- 
ever Dodd intended when ‘he. signed 
the contribution form, it did, when 
signed by him, become an equitable as- 
signment of his wages when they ac. 
crued due. Again: he not vonsider 
that the mere entry of the 10s, in the 
master’s book was ‘sufficient to enable 
the Court tv say that it constituted an 
actual payment of the money; the 
money was not then paid. He thought 
if the entry had been dated and Dodd's 
signature obtained, the case would have 
been different, but the payment was 
not actually made until the end.of the 
voyage. : 

He observed that’ he could not con- 
ecive of any assignment being made 
for which some consideration was not 
advanced at the time of its beng made, 
and-it seemed to him that the assign- 
ment was-one which, using the 
ing of the statute, would not bind the 
person making it or, in other words, 
that it was one which was revokable 
by the person making it, at any time 
before the actual payment of the money. 
Under those circumstances he thought 
he ought to order. the payment of the 
10s. by the defendants to the com-

BRITAIN AND HER WAR 
DEBTS 

‘In yesterday’s “China Mail’ we 
published, under the above head- 
j ing, a long telegram from Reuter’s 
Agency and the British Official 
Wireless Service of the apparent- 
ly animated scenes that followed 
closely on. Mr. Philip Snowden’s 
comments with reference to the 
British: war debts. We imagine 
that Mr. Snowden, when he men- 
tioned the matter, little dreamt 
that-he was bringing a hornet’s 
nest about his unoffending head. 
As a former Chancellor of the 
Exchequer — (Mr. Snowden was 
in office in the short-lived Labour 
Government of 1924)—he was, of 
course, bound to have something 
to say during the course of the 
Budget debate which was: in pro- 
gress; but in saying what he said 
as to the settlement of the debts 
with certain of Great Britain’s 


We are of opinion that had Mr. 
Snowden kept'in mind that they 
were on the eve of a 
General Election: and _ that 
even the great and dignified 
Conservative Party are not above 
making.use of a bit of political 
propaganda or, as some might 
regard it, persiflage, even though 
in doing so the Conservatives may 
be regarded. as stretching “the 
matter too far even for political 
veracity, he would have had a 
clearer conception of the situa- 
tion: Byt on the eve of an 
election politicians are not always 
so nice in their tactics as they 
perliaps ought to be. © 

Be that as it may we fancy that 
not a few observers of Britain’s 
political . affairs will hesitate 
to conclude that the 
ernment in bringing Mr. Snow- 
den’s comment so conspicuously to 
the front are doing . so 
much more for electioneer- 
ing purposes than for any 
other reason. It is very refresh- 
ing to find that what is practically 
the only logical deduction of, this 
“little flutter” is that the Labour 
Party—which, as Mr. ‘Snowden 
reminded his hearers, is not infre- 
quently referred to as the Party 
more friendly with every coun- 
jtry save their own—should in the 
light of Mrv:Stiowden’s: spirited 
statement appear to be the, most. 
patriotic. . Surely it is patriotic 
to wish that one’s country should 
not be trammelled unduly with 
the incubus of an enormous debt 
and that means should-and ought 
to be devised—no . matter what 
has already transpired—to bring 
about a modification.

CORPORATION ACTION 

‘Cracks, which, though nof’ alarm- 
ing, are serious enoufh to be taken 
official notice of, in view, of what 
has happened to other buildiggs in 
the heighbourhood, have been found 
in one of. the State. drawing- 
rooms at the Mansion House.

Mr. Baldwin emphasised his in- 
tention to continue the process of 
conquering: unemployment without 
resorting to palliative schemes 
necessitating large borrowing. 

Britain’s Competitive Power. 

He claimed that Britain was re- 
covering ‘her competitive - power, 
and trade was definitely improving. 
but needed settled and stable con- 
He declared that the Safe- 
guarding and De-rating policies 
were most. valuable adjuncts in in- 
creasing employment. . 

The Government would co-operate 
in modernising the whole. of the 
ruled 
out agricultural. protection,. but 
stated that the defence forces would 
give a certain measure of prefer- 
ence to home-produced meat and 
flour. : 

Mr. Baldwin further stated that 
the Government would provide 
small sums as required within a cer- 
tain maximum, for Empire develop- 
ment, and appoint an independent 
commission to advise the most pro- 
fitable way of expenditure of them 
to develop Colonial territories. 

He declined to promise more than 
he could perform. The people’s 
deep sense of resporsibility would 
make them deaf to the appeals to 
cupidity on the one hand and 
credulity on the other. 

Helping ,The Colonies - 

Further details of Mr. Baldwin's 
speech state that the’ Conservative 
policy of modernising home industry 
multiplying the overseas 
markets caused them to look to the 
development of the Colonies. He 
not Domin- 
tons, ‘because the latter were self- 
governed. The ‘est contribution 
we could make to the Dominions 
was to give them the best of our 
people and. the best terms of Pre- 
ference possible, © 

Conservatives were not. quite 
satisfied with the progress of the 
Colonial ‘Empire, particularly: the 
vast potentialities of the African 
Territories, although something had 
been done through'the Palestine 
and East African loans. It was the 
Governnient’s policy.to ensure that 
further. capital would be forthcom- 
ing in the most convenient, form for 
Colonies unable. to finance their 
own development.
